I remember being impressed with the com­ 
pleteness of the a rra ngements during the la st 
Lord Ma yor's da y I wa s in London. 
Down 
Norfolk street a nd Sa voy street a nd others of 
the sma ll streets tha t lea d from the bustling 
Stra nd to the compa ra tive quietness of the 
Tha mes emba nkment, stood double rows of 
sta lwa rt, silent policemen in rea diness for a ny 
ca ll. 
Mounted policemen 
wero sta tioned 
a long Fleet street a nd the Stra nd; every few 
feet on the crowded pa vements were officers 
on foot, a nd the roa dwa y wa s kept clea r by 
the lint* of uniformed men on ea ch side of the 
wa y sta nding a lmost shoulder to shoulder. A 
mob of this kind is a lwa ys a good-na tured 
on« *. 
It is full of horsepla y a nd likes to worry 
a nd bullyra g the pa tient policemen, whose lot 
a t these times, a s the i<epi» ery Gilbert re­ 
ma rks, “ is not a ha ppy one.” 
When a portion of the mob lieeomes too 
obstreperous the policemen ma ke a cha rge a t 
it a nd endea vor to sca tter its component pa rts 
a mong tlit* more jiea cea ble sections of the 
multitude. 
The ta ctics of the }X)liee a re a l­ 
wa ys to sca tter or divide the mob into sec­ 
tions.
